SIXTY-ONE BILLS PASSED.

The Worst That Can Happen After 

Death Would Be an Eternity of 

Wandering on an Endless Trail. 

[Chicago Record-Herald: ] No tribe 
of American Indians has a more re- 
fined religion than the Osages. Its 
teachings are kept alive in these later 
days by a secret society known as 
the Wah-ho-pahs, or the Order of 
the Dove.

So the children of man came and 
dwelt under the cedar trees by the 
river, and every animal of the forest 
in the beginning was their elder 
brother. The bear they claimed as 
their grandfather, and to them he 
was the embodiment of physical 
strength and prowess. Even Osages 
now living aré often heard to address 
a prayer to their “grandfather,” the | 
bear, for physical strength ta over- 
come sickness and death. In this 
they do not attribute to the bear di- 
vane strength, merely physical and 
mortal strength; the redbird, or dove, 
alone having divine attributes. 

If a warrior lose his scalp, which 
represents the feathers of the bird 
conferred upon him when he was first 
incarnated, he thus lost all connec- 
tion between the mortal and the im- 
mortal. For such there could be no 
immortality, for when they took up 
their journey after death and came 
to the parting of the trails, they would 
grow confused and take the wrong 
trail, followed by all who offend the 
Great Spirit—the trail that had no 
end and led to no place, an eternity 
of wandering. And this was all the 
punishment the Osages believe will 
fall to the most abject and vicious of

This for All the People. 

RIFFITH PARK, belonging to the city 

of Los Angeles, is in extent one of the 
largest in the world, and for natural scenic 
beauty unsurpassed and unsurpassable. It 
contains over 3000 acres, and rises many 
hundred feet ahove the sea level in its 
highest points, while it is broken into can- 
yons where the sunlight scarcely reaches 
the bottom. At other places it stretches 
in undulating sunny mesas ending in 
broad, flat, fertile plains. The park is stud- 
ded with an abundant growth of woods 
from the smooth-stemmed madrone to 
giant oaks of the evergreen variety. 
The Park Commission is asking for $35,000 
to construct a clubhouse with a tennis 
court, baseball grounds, a golf course and 
swimming-pool attachment. Plans include 
a cafe, gymnasiums for men and women, 
baths and other conveniences. If the plans 
are carried out there will be no commu- 
nity in the world provided with means of 
enjoyment at all to be compared with these 
proposed improvements for the benefit of 
the whole people. 


Snowdrifts and Poppy. Mounds. 
ATURDAY, April 12 was poppy day in 
Southern California, and the Sunday 

papers abounded with reproductions of 
photographs taken at various points near 
Los Angeles, showing meadows where the 
grass stood a foot high and all ablaze with 
the blooms of the California flower. The 


Spanish name was the chalice of gold, and 
it scarcely expresses the brilliancy of the 
California poppy. On the same day the 
papers contained a telegraphic news item 
informing their readers that Nebraska was 
covered on that Saturday with a blanket 
of snow which concealed the whole land- 
scape.

Los Angeles is a populous city, numbering 
nearly half a million souls, and the commu- 
nity is prosperous far beyond the average 
experience of other communities. But 
when you make all allowances the $100,000 
sent by Los Angeles to the Middle West 
was certainly an exceedingly liberal lar- 
gess. And it was not a case of “a fellow 
feeling” that made us so wondrously kind. 
For we are far beyond the reach of any 
such calamity. We are in a country where 
such tempestuous weather is an unknown 
thing. To be sure, when San Francisco 
perished by earthquake and fire the world 
was very kind to the metropolis of this 
State, and as all the people everywhere by 
the Western Sea were interested in San 
Francisco they felt in duty bound to listen 
to the appeal from the sufferers of the 
Middle West. 


The Women’s Million Club. 

ERE in Los Angeles we have been in- 

dulging in prophecies as to population 
growth for about thirty years. One real 
estate prophet has had to revise his fig- 


lie today. Now the question is when Los 
Angeles will number a population of a 
million. The prophets had better take a 
new factor into account, for the women of 
the city have organized a million club, and 
they are preparing permanent quarters for 
the organization's meetings. It's up to 
the women now to give Los Angeles a popu- 
lation of a million, for surely without their 
co-operation the achievement will never be 
reached. 


Reclaiming Waste Places. 

OME thirty years ago the slopes of the 

Jhills above Santa Ana and Orange were 
looked upon as barren wastes. Then came 
American enterprise and covered them all 
with flourishing vineyards. But the grape 
disease attacked this handiwork of man and 
the disease conquered. Then the slopes 
returned to their original waste appearance. 
Now comes a new generation with an irri- 
gation scheme to cover the slopes of El 
Modena with water and thereby to develop 
orchards. This project sets us thinking. 
In two years the Panama Canal will be 
crowded from mouth to mouth with steam- 
ships laden with immigrants from the Medi- 
terranean bound for Southern California. 
One can easily look ahead ten years and 
see a wonderful transformation scene all 
along these hill slopes from Tia Juana to 
Tehachepi. Some countries of the old 
world of the same area as California have 
each populations running as high as 20,000,- 
000 to 30,000,000. People in these countries 
have been forced to utilize every square 
yard of land. They have climbed the 
mountainsides and scooped out bits of table 
lands where they planted olive trees and 
vines. They understand the trick, and 
with their industry and thrift they will re- 
claim many waste places and not only in- 
crease the agricultural products of the sec- 
tion, but beautify our hillsides in a won- 
derful way. 


Auto Like a Barrel.

The Speech From the Throne. 


T WAS decidedly provocative cf 
reflection that scene at Washing- 
ton, when the second Democrat ever 
elected President since the Civil War 
began knocked every Democratic 
precedent galley-west and showed 
himself the pedagogue. 

When Gen. Washington was in— 
augurated President for the first time 
he opened Congress with “a speech 
from the throne.” President Wilson 
revived this custom which died 
a-bornin’—in part. . 

When Washington opened Con- 
gress and delivered his speech from 
the throne the Congressmen occupied 
a long and somewhat narrow hall, the 
seats ranged on each side of an aisle 
deen the middle, and up this aisle 
marched President Washington, while 
the Congressmen stood with heads 
reverently bowed in the presence of 
the monarchical President. More- 
over, on President Washington’s arm 
hung “Lady” Washington, for that 


was the title by which the immortal 


Martha was kncwn. 
John Adams, the second President, 
though a plain Puritan from near 


Cape Cod, followed the example of his 


illustrious predecessor and delivered 
his message to Congress in person. 

Washington was a Federalist, and 
se were John Adams, Alexander Ham- 
ilton, and many of their companions. 
There was not one jot of demagogic, 
populistic, or socialistic blood in the 
veins cf that school of early patriots. 
Their idea was more oligarchical than 
democratic by a great many degrees. 

When Thomas Jefferson was elected 
President he immediately proceeded 
to popularize the government of the 
United States. He was the first of all 
“progressives,” and made such prog- 
ress in transforming cur government 
from any trace of oligarchy to a rep- 
resentative democracy that he re- 
mained the only progressive leader 
for a generation or two. 

So much for the mcnarch. Now a 
word about his speech from the 
throne. Congress is assembled in ex- 
traordinary session to deal with a 
single, or at least mainly with a sin- 
gle, issue, the revision of the tariff. 
The new tariff bill propcsed by the 
Democratic party is exceedingly dras- 
tic. Those who have analyzed it 
thoroughly tell us that it is a more 
radically free-trade measure than was 
the Prof. Wilson bill introduced in the 
Cleveland second term. The pro- 
posed tariff reform has been suff- 
ciently handled in the main bedy of 
he Times on Wednesday, April 9, 


the President’s justification of the rad- 
ical bill. It is clear,” says the Presi- 
dent in his self-delivered message, 
“that the whole country expected the 
tariff duties to be altered.” Perhaps 
the President is right so far as actual 
declaration goes, but only partly so. 
There were thousands and tens cf 
thousands, and among these most in- 
telligent American citizens, who did 
not want the tariff touched at all. It 
may well be doubted whether even a 
majority of the American people 
wished the tariff to be touched. It is 
certain that only a minority of them, 
and a small minority, wanted the tariff 
reformed according to the Wilson n- 
tion of reform. 

President Wilson was not elected to 
the Presidency by a majority vote of 
the people. He was elected by a

Who's 


Noted Men and Women of the Southwest. 


ART CONNOISSEUR, 

N PIONEER days in California we used 

to say the only occupation an English 

university graduate could find was herd- 
ing sheep. They used to lie on the plains 
sun-kissed and breezy, reading Horace and 
Anacreon while the collies guarded the 
locks. We have learned to put them to 
better economical uses in our day. 

An English university man of note in the 
community is engaged in getting out of the 
ribs of the mountains cement material 
which is going into building operations all 
over the State. 

Armitage 8. C. Forbes was born at Lucca, 
Italy, June 17, 1857. His father was the 


art collector who spent much of his time in 
Italy, and who was graduated at Trinity 
Dublin, Ireland. The younger 
Forbes was educated by private tutors, and 
graduated from Trinity College, Cambridge, 
England, taking a regular course and get- 
ting the degree of A.B. in the class of 1881. 
The father Forbes was for many years in 
France in charge of the Embassy Church 
maintained by the English government for 
the uses of English residents in the French 
capital. He was there in 1871 when the 
Commune broke loose, and rendered such 
valuable services in many ways during that 
stormy period that his alma mater con- 
ferred on him the degree of doctor of divin- 
ity. While on the continent of Europe he 
took much interest in art and was a great 
friend of John Ruskin, who identified a 
painting over the altar in the English 
Church at Paris as one of the finest works 
of Annibale Carracci. Dr. Forbes made a 
very valuable collection of art objects, 
which was later turned over to the son and 
is in his possession here now, with many 
valuable additions made by the younger 
man. Among these are paintings by Tinto- 
retto, by Guido Reni, Cuyp, Gerome, Pastino 
and others. There are a claret jug that be- 
longed to Napoleon III, two tumblers once 
the property of Louis Philippe, a cushion 
made by the hands of Queen Victoria of 
England, and a lacquer tray sent as a gift 
to Charles X of France by the Emperor 
Quang of China. Mr. Forbes has also a 
copy of the famous “Breeches Bible,” some 
rare Pompetian pottery, and china of all the 
most artistic makes, as well as some black 
pottery of the Tiber. 

Mr. Forbes’s first visit to America was in 
the way of a vacation from college studies, 


became so interested in the cattle business 
that, going back home, he returned to 
America and went into cattle-raising in In- 
dian Territory. While the cattle were fat- 
tening, the young Englishman with real 
British proclivities bent upon “killing some- 
thing.“ went hunting in the Rocky Moun- 
tains. One of his companions was Paul du 
Chaillu, the famous French African lion 
unter. These two traveled as far west as 
Raton and Cimarron. 3 

The cattle business flourished under Mr. 
Forbes’s care, for he bought 6000 head at 
$15 each, and five months afterward sold 
nearly the whole bunch in London for $34 a 
head, a lump sum of $136,000. . 

This looked like making money, and with 
William Mallally he rented 3,000,000 acres 
of land from the Cheyenne and Arapahoe 
Indians, a lease approved by the Secretary 
of the Interior, the Hon. Henry M. Teller, a 
member of the Garfield Cabinet of the time. 
The Indians received $60,000 cash rental, 
with the privilege of going on hunting and 
fishing over the range, and when they were 
hungry they took the privilege of killing a 
fat steer now and then. This business 
flourished all right, but in 1885, when Presi- 
dent Cleveland abrogated the lease and 
issued a proclamation evicting the “cattle 
barons” of Indian Territory, Forbes drove 
his cattle, 12,000 head, through the Pan- 
handle of Texas and over the Staked Plains 
until he finally secured by purchase a range 
in Arizona. He made his headquarters at 
Albuquerque, building a reservoir and fenc- 


Having sold out this interest, he went into 
farming in Kansas, then went to Tacoma, 
Wash. and engaged in mapufrcturing. He 
purchased the Pacific Soda Works, and by 


kind of business from Oregon to the Arctic 
Circle. 

In 1886 Mr. Forbes had married Harrye 
R. P. Smith, and her health giving way 
he was obliged to sell out his Tacoma busi- 
ness and take her to England for a change. 
There he formed the European Blair Cam- 
era Company, allied to the Boston Camera 
Company, and built a factory near London 
for the manufacture of photographic films. 
This was afterward sold to the Eastman 
Company, and Forbes returned to America, 
finally settling in Los Angeles, buying an 
orange orchard of forty acres near Glen- 
dora. Selling this, he engaged in gold min- 
ing in Kern county, where he owns the 
Tale and Saginaw mines. He is also en- 
gaged in mining gypsum, and his company 
supplies a great deal of the gypsum used in 
the manufacture of cement in Los Angeles, 
as well as in other parts of California. He 
is regarded in mining circles as an authority 
on gypsum. 

Mr. Forbes does not take much interest 
in clubs, but is greatly interested in good 
roads. He is the president of El Camino 
Real Association and a member of the Los 
Angeles Chamber of Commerce. In photo 
graphic circles he is regarded as an expert, 
having won honors in the salons of London, 
New York, Chicago, San Francisco and Los 
Angeles. 

That may well be regarded as a moder- 
ately checkered career, showing a good deal 
of versatility of talent and contradicting 
the statement that Englishmen cannot turn

The Suffragette Side of the House. 


When I called upon A. S. C. Forbes the 
other day and made known my purpose, ask- 
ing for a few data to found the sketch on, 
he said with a smile: “My story is easily 
told. I am the husband of Mrs. Forbes.” 
That’s worthy of the Hon. Joseph H. Choate, 
who wittily said: “If I had not been my- 
self I would want to be Mrs. Choate’s sec- 
ond husband.” | 

Mrs. A. 8. C. Forbes is certainly very 
well known, and has won her fame by hon- 
est means. She is known not only by her 
husband’s name, but by her own, Harrye R. 
P. Forbes. Mrs. Forbes's maiden name was 
Smith, but her mother was Rachel Lavinia 
Kay. Now thereby hangs a tale, for the 
original Kay was John, and he was the first 
white child born within the present limits 
of Philadelphia, and his parents had come 
over in the ship Welcome in company with 
William Penn, and Penn gave him a whole 
block in the city of Philadelphia for services 
rendered the colony. Mrs. Forbes’s father, 
William Piper Smith, was the grandson of 
Col. James Smith, who when a child had 
been captured by the Indians near Rays- 
town and was afterward the leader of the 
“Black Boys” who captured Ft. Bedford. 
His name was John Piper Smith, and he got 
the Piper as the descendant of Col. John 
of Piper’s Fort fame. 3 
Mrs. Forbes was born in Bedford county, 
Pennsylvania, at Everet, and was educated 
in public and private schools, mostly in 
Wichita, Kan., where she was graduated 
from the High School, then from the Episco- 
pal College, and while on a visit to England 
with her husband she studied art in the 
Heatherly Art School. | 

As noted above, the marriage of the 
Forbeses took place in 1886. It was 1896 
when they returned to America, and since 
then they have lived in California, where 
Mrs. Forbes has made herself perhaps better 
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she often uses the pen name Harrye will long be memorable not only locally, 
but nationally, and indeed its fame will 
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the State can hardly be exaggerated. The 
bells that hang from standards along 
Camino Real as a direction to passers-by, 
the tracing of the old road itself along un- 
used byways all the way from San Diego 
to the Valley of the Seven Moons, all are 
the result of the eager, I might say pas- 
sionate, interest displayed by Mrs. Forbes. 

These two persons are tireless in their 
activities in California affairs, and besides 
being identified together in the rehabilitat- 
ing of El Camino Real they are quite as 
much so in the Sequoia League, an organ! 
zation striving earnestly to alleviate the 
condition of the California Indians in their 
present days of poverty. Mrs. Forbes went 
about among these Indians and had their 
tribal songs recorded on a phonograph, and 
she also gathered many of their legends. 
At a State convention of the Woman's Fed- 
erated Clubs, these songs and legends were 
reproduced, and resulted in creating a great 
deal of interest on behalf of the Indians. 

As chairman of the department of history 
and landmarks in the California Federation 
of Women’s Clubs, a position she held for 
three years, Mrs. Forbes did another notable 
work. She roused the women of the Los 
Angeles district and placed a stone in the 
Sloat Monument, and it was owing to her 
efforts that Los Angeles county has a part 
in that glorious memorial. 

The members of the Friday. Morning Club 
of Los Angeles and the guests of that club 
will surely never forget the flood of delight 


Mrs. Forbes, with the help of her husband, 
had the old dances of early California days 
presented at the clubhouse. 

And now we come to the most remarkable 
achievement of this interesting woman. Six 
weeks from now all along the Pacific Coast 
and everywhere throughout America people 
will be celebrating Memorial Day. But 
thousands of them will be puzzled to ac- 
count for perhaps the most beautiful cere- 
mony on that ever-memorable day, when 
beautiful flowers will be strewn over tho 
waters of the ocean on both sides of the 
American continent and on the lakes, in 
all the harbors and ports of the country. 
That ceremony is the creation of Mrs. 
Forbes. She had seen Memorial Day kept 
when the soldiers were remembered and the 
sailors forgotten. She wrote hundreds of 
letters to the officials of the navy, to officers 
in the navy, to Cabinet members, Gover- 
nors of many States, and many members of 
Congress. She has among her archives a 
very interesting collection of letters re- 
ceived in reply to these appeals to remem- 
ber the sailors. Among them are some 
from Admirals Dewey, Sampson, Schley and 
Evans. California owes a particular debt 
of gratitude to Mrs. Forbes, for this beauti- 
ful ceremony was first observed here, and 
from here it has spread all over the coun- 
try, and has been taken up in foreign coun- 
tries, too. Through this beautiful idea, 
when the wreck of the Maine lay in Havana 
Harbor, garlands cf flowers were hung 
from every spar that protruded above the 
waves. In 1906, when the Pacific fleet 
was in the harbor of Yokohama, a special 
service was observed there, and the-bay of 
that Japanese city was strewn with flow- 
ers This especially commemorated the 
loss of 200 of the crew of the Oneida, who 
perished there in 1870. 

Mrs. Forbes has been made an honorary

What the bunny hug or the turkey 
trot is to a minuet de la cour, the cancan is 
to the bunny hug. The Closerie de Lilas 
has an immense covered dancing pavilion 
with a plank floor, and, as the midnight hour 
approaches, it presents a scene of reckless 
mirth, of wild revelry and of dashing inde- 
corum such as can be found nowhere (eise in 
all the civilized world. 

The Closerie de Lilas is in the famous 
Latin quarter, the home of students and in 
former days the hotbed of erreutes. It 
fronts a broad plaza and its surroundings 
are cleanly and even elegant. Hither come 
in regiments each fete night the traditional 
disciple of Galen and Esculapius, with shin- 
ing hats, thin legs and bobcoat. With weak 
mustache and spectacled eyes—with grave 
face and reckless heart, he whirls in waltz 
and leaps in cancan. Hither comes the 
young man from the provinces to gaze and 
gloat, and “tempt the raging flood.” Hither 
comes the lorette, the shop girl, the house- 
maid and the laundress. The shop giri of 
Paris never pretends to be especially moral, 
and usually, to do her justice, is not. She 
does not make immorality her trade, how- 
ever; she has an honest occupation by 
which she supports herself, but she goes to 
the Closerle de Lilas, attended or unat- 
tended, as the case may be and dances in 
the same set with her more pronounced 
sister.

Why More Women Than Men. 

{New York Sun:] The fact that in ak 
most all civilized countries women outnum- | 
ber men has been ascribed to the higher 
birthrate of girl babies; yet statistics show 
that 105 boys are born to every 100 giris. 
According to figures compiled by a u- 
ropean statistician, the girl has a better 
chance than the boy of attaining maturity. 

He finds that from the third to the fif- 
teenth year the mortality for both sexes is 
the same; from the fifteenth to the nine 
teenth year, the critical age for girls, the 
girl’s chances are slightly better than the 
boy’s; from the thirtieth year to the thirty- 
fifth the mortality among women is smaller 
than among men, and it continues smaller 
until the seventieth year. Then, for a 
decade and a half, the sexes once more have 
the same chance of survival, but above 
eighty-five years of age, woman again stands 
a much better chance than man. : 

To account for this difference the statis- 
tician points out that woman has greater 
resilience in shaking off diseases than man. 
It is true that the physical strength of man 
is greater than woman's, but a woman's 
power of endurance is more robust. 

One reason for this is that woman pos- 
sesses a finer perception of her power of 
endurance than a man, and when her per- 
ception warns her of fatigue, she stops. A 
man does not stop until his power is ex- 
hausted. His nervous system is not as fine- 
ly organized as a woman’s, and as Mosso, 
the Italian physiologist, has pointed out, 
men and women are entirely dependent up- 
on their nerves for caution not to over 
exert. While it is true that women more 
easily contract many diseases, particularly 
nervous and mental diseases, than men 
they overcome them more easily.

great San Rafael Arroyo below. I believe 
the poor farmers carried the matter into 
the courts, but probably the policy of 
“manana” was brought to bear on it, for 
I never heard that a decision was rendered.

An Automatic Watchman. 


[The Pathfinder:] By taking advantage 
of the peculiar properties of the rare metal 
selenium it is possible to do some great 
wonders. A “selenium cell,“ as it is called, 
is a means of translating light into electric 
current, is it were; that is, the electrical 
conductivity of the selenium varies with 
the amount of light it receives. Thus, a 
selenium cell may be made to turn lights 
on at night and shut them off in the morn- 
ing, etc. | 

A Frenchman has now designed a burglar 
alarm on this principle. It is a kind of au- 
tomatic “eye,” which keeps on watch all 
night. If a burglar comes in and opens his 
dark lantern or even strikes a match the 
selenium “eye” will see the light and will 
cause a bell to ring in any desired place. It 
will also see and report a fire. Thus, it can 
take the place of a human watch „ and 
it never goes to sleep. Presu iy; . it 
would have to be turned off before daylight, 
else it would ring everybody up.

Didn't you have any acci- 
dents,’ I asked; ‘were there no hardships 
and privations?’ | 

Oh, no, we got along pretty well,’ he 
(Amundsen) answered, in a soft, mild ' oice, 

Wasn't there any incident of a thrilling 
nature of any kind or character?’ I finally 
asked in desperation, as I saw a big story 
fading away from me. 

„Oh, no,“ he replied, ‘we had a pretty 
good time, all things considered. It wasn’t 
half bad.’” 

Underwood was also the first man to in- 
erview Vilhjalmar Stefansson after his dis- 
covery of the blond Eskimos in 1912.

MEMORIAL FOR O. HENRY. 


Prof. Archibald Henderson's proposal for 
a memorial to O. Henry, the late Sydney 
Porter, to be donated to his native State 
of North Carolina by the citizens of the 
commonwealth, is receiving the most en- 
thusiastic support, not only from the North 
Carolinians, but from men of letters in all 
parts of the country. 

It was Prof. Henderson’s plan to have 
either a bust or a medallion of this great 
American short-story writer placed in the 
new Hall of History to be opened by that 
State. In sending out his appeal Prof. Hen- 
derson said in part: | 

“North Carolina is now afforded the op- 
portunity to pay just tribute to the makers 
of her literature. Of all her native authors, 
he who has won the most generous measure 
ef renown is William Sidney Porter, pop- 
larly known as O. Henry, born in Greens- 
boro in 1862. A master of the short-story, 
a genius of signal originality and warm 
human sympathies, O. Henry achieved inter 
national fame. His collected works, in 
twelve volumes, are now completed in the 
recent publication of the last volume 

“Notable indeed would be the occasion of 
the opening of the new Hall of History and 
Literature, if at that time there were pre- 
sented to the State of North Carolina a bust 
or medallion of O. Henry.”

Sacred Writings of the Sikhs. 

[New York Sun:] A very remarkable 
piece of good fortune fell to the late M. A. 
Macauliffe of the Punjab civil service, who 
died the other day. He was enabled, as he 
said, to bring to the West what was prac- 
tically a new religion—the religion of the 
Sikhs. It came about in this way: 

From the early days of his official life in 
India Mr. Macauliffe began to study the re- 
ligion of the Sikh people, their sacred writ- 
ings and the records of their ten gurus, or 
prophets, the makers of this little nation of 
warriors. He became known to the leaders 
of the faith and the Sikh provinces on this 
account, and just twenty years ago he re- 
tired from the service and set to work upon 
a gigantic task—the translation into Eng- 
lish of the whole Sikh Bible (the Grauth,) 
hitherto known to Western scholars, Max 
Muller and his kind, only through fragmen 
very imperfectly rendered. 7 

The result of Mr. Macauliffe’s labor ap- 
peared four years ago in a set of six large 
volumes published by the Oxford University 
Press. “The Sikh Religion—Its Gurus, Sa- 
cred Writings and Authors,” which included 
the substance of the Sikh Bible, with lives 
of all the prophets. 

The hymns and invocations are closer in 
style and spirit to the martial psalms of the 
Old Testament than to anything else that 
you can find in the scriptures of non-Chris- 
tian peoples. 


Quinine Factories in Java. 

[New York Sun:] Java produces about 
two-thirds of the world's supply of cinchona, 
and it has for years been regularly shipped 
to Holland. The large quinine manufac- 
tories, mostly situated in Germany, supply 
themselves with the raw material in the 
Dutch market, and of late years the manu- 
facturers have combined to keep the prices 
at such low level as to render the cinchona 
cultivation unprofitable, although the manu- 


tacturers of quinine have been earning 


large dividends. 

To meet this combination is was resolved 
to establish a quinine factory in Java, says 
the British Consul at Batavia; and this has 
been done at Bandong, where the first Java 
quinine has been produced. This is de- 
scribed as of excellent quality and equal in 
all respects to the best European brands. 
Last year the total production of cinchona 
in the island was over eight and one-half 
million pounds avoirdupois. |

One of the most beautiful, as well as the 
most complete as a picture, to my mind, is 
“In the Foothills of Mariposa County,” 
showing a horse and his rider as mere 
specks above the blue-gray abyss that lies 
below them. A feeling of immensity and 
mystery pervades the picture—a mystery 
that seems almost solved by the dry river 
bottom which stretches like a twisted loose 
tread to the very feet of the far-off moun- 
tains. 


“Vernal Falls, Yosemite,” shows us the 
descending waters like “slow-dropping veils 
of thinnest lawn” against the red cliffs that 
are carved in the shape of a horse-shoe. In 
the foreground are some remarkably well 
painted rocks that exhibit bluish gray re- 
flections in the light, and that have the 
hard and sharp facets of cut jewels. In 
“Lake Leonore, California,” we have a love- 
ly mirror-like expanse placed among banks 
of tawny umber and sienna. Vigorous paint- 
ing of rock and tree-trunk is noted in “Pine 
Tree on Big Creek, Near Wawona.”. Below 
the big tree and the big rock a lone fish- 
erman is trolling his line in the placid 
stream. 

There is one marine in the exhibition, a 
delightful bit in delicate blue-gray tones, 
with a touch of translucent green in the 
curve of the breaking wave. The pale light 
on the horizon lies in a level bar. Point 
Loma appears to the right, far away and 
faintly blue.

A Lancashire Collier’s Hobby. 

[Tit-Bits:] The collier’s love for animals 
and birds is proverbial. He flies his pigeons, 
he races his whippets, “shows” his cats and 
his guinea-pigs, and subjects his chickens to 
egg-laying competitions. 

Very important are the “Lark-singing 
Competitions” of the various lark clubs. 
These clubs are well organized, and the 
whole of the “fixtures” for the year are ar- 
ranged and published with all the care 
shown by a league football club. 

When passing along the street on a fine 
Saturday morning one may occasionally see 
two or more poles projecting from the up- 
per windows of a public-house, from which 
are suspended ten er a dozen shining cop- 
per kettles. This is done to inform all whom 
it may concern that there is to be a lark- 
singing contest at that place in the after- 
noon, and that the kettles will be borne 
home by he owners of the successful birds. 

You could spend a pleasant afternoon 
watching the contest. For an hour or so 
before the competition starts the owners of 
the birds will be arriving with their pets. 
The birds are carried in little cages careful- 
ly wrapped in an opaque black wrapper. 
for, by all the tenets of the lark-fanciers 
catechism, they must be kept in perfect 
darkness from the time they leave home 
until the actual time of singing arrives. As 
the competitors increase in number the con- 
versation becomes more animated, and the 
points“ and peculiarities of many birds are 
discussed. 

At last the time arrives and the judge 
takes his seat in the singing-room. Th 
birds are brought in, one at a time, from an 
adjoining room, the little cage is hung up on 
a hook in the wall, the black covering is re- 
moved, and the bird is left to please itself 
whether it sings or not.

In the garden the furrow irrigation method 
will prove not only the most thorough and 
beneficial method of watering but also the | 
least expensive. Judgment must be used 
in treatment of the various classes of 
plants for it would never do to run deep fur- 
rows and basins such as are used for rose 
culture about such shallow-rooted plants as 
carnations. The latter should have many 

small furrows of little depth run close about 
the plants or should be frequently watered 
with sprinklers and still more frequently 
lightly cultivated. 

Whatever the system of watering followed 
during the summer each watering should be 
followed by an agitation of the soil surface, 
even though it be but a light raking. In 
‘dry farming frequent cultivations and pul- 
verizations of the surface soil are made, to 
conserve to the utmost the soil moisture 
present for use of the crops. During win- 
ter and spring garden watering, especially 
the sprinkling, should be done in early 
morning, but with the coming of hot weath- 
er plants and soil need more water and its 
cooling effects. Owing to this and the great 
amount of evaporation during the day it is 
better to water in the evening or toward the 
close of the day. Thus are the plants en- 
abled to drink all the night through and 
freshen up in a cool, humid atmosphere, the 
better to withstand the dessicative air and 
almost tropic heat of the following day. 
Water seldom and thorough, but spray often 


and lightly.

They “Got There.” 
N SPITE of the unusual cold and gen- 
erally unfavorable conditions, and against

The difference lies in the 
fact that the former flower so freely be- 
cause they are pot-bound. It is a natural 
law that when plants may no longer grow 
they make an unusual endeavor to produce 


that may, so far as is possible, reproduce 
or perpetuate their kind to the fullest. It 
will appear to the careful observer that 
plants well cared for at all times are not 
the ones producing the largest and finest 
crops of flowers, though in the case of some 
they are “forced” from start to finish. This 
latter class are usually herbaceous in sub- 
stance. Hard-wooded plants in the hands 
of skillful gardeners are starved at times in 
order to get the best of crops. 


Water the Plants Sensibly. 


O NOT go through the summer washing 
the surface of the garden soil every day 
by means of garden hose and hand sprinkler 
or sprayer. It is poor practise, unnecessary 
constancy and supplies an _ insufficient 
amount of water below and too much above. 
If you will follow this method generally, 
get out of the rut once in a while for the 
good of the plants. Or experiment by set- 
ting off a small portion of the garden for 
rational irrigation. Dig small furrows from 
one plant to another and one around each 
plant. Allow a small stream to follow this 
routine for an hour or two once a week. 
When soil is dry enough to work, cultivate 
it with garden fork or hoe and rake and 
pulverize finely and leave the surface 
smooth. You will meet with a pleasant sur- 
prise if you will but use this method 
throughout all the coming summer. 


A Eucalypt for Wind-breaks. | 
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N “ANXIOUS READER” wishes to know 


if we can recommend any eucalypt that 
will meet desires for an ideal wind-break. 
His “blue gums” (E. globulus) were killed 
the past winter, they grow too rank and 
are therefore soil robbers and the foliage is 
too thin, especially on the lower ten feet. 
Eucalyptus polyanthema, the Red Box, 
precisely meets the requirements noted. It 
passed through a cold of 15 degrees above 
zero during the first week of last January 
without more than a slight scorching of the 
leaves, it withstands the greatest heat, is 
slow-growing, makes a bushier growth and 
is more heavily foltaged than most other 
species. In addition to these good points 
it is a handsome, very free-flowering tree 
with roundish, poplar-like leaves, quite in 
contrast to the average eucalypt. The wood 
is very hard and durable and all points con-

Septicemia, Not Tuberculosis. 


{Stuffed Club:] Tuberculosis germs, like 
all other germs, are not infectious until 
their habitat becomes putrid from oxygen 
starvation, and the disease they then can 
transmit is the one known to the profession 
as septic infection or septicemia, and not 
tuberculosis. 

Cattle nor man can be on foot when sep- 
ticemic fever is once developed, and cattle 
must be in this state before their meat can 
be said to be infectious, and then the in- 
fection is not of a tuberculous character, 
but strictly of a putrescent character. 


Planting Bulbs. 


St. Paul Pioneer Press:] In whatever 
way the bulbs are planted, they should be 
kept in a dark cool room, where there is a 
circulation of fresh air, until there is a 
strong growth of roots. This period lasts 
from five weeks on. When the roots look 
thick and strong, bring the bulbs into the 
light. The strong root growth should in- 


sure long stems before the blossoms appear, cooked dinner, picked up things after her 


but long stems can also be insured by 
placing a paper cone about ten inches high 
with an opening at the apex a couple of 
inches across over the bulb when it is 
placed in the light. hes 

Bulbs can be planted in earth, water or 
chemically-prepared fiber. The fiber costs 
about 50 cents a peck. It possesses the ad- 


any undrained dish. The fiber should be 
moist and the budbs planted just below its 
surface. During the rooting season the 
fiber should always be moist, never muddy, 
and it should be kept carefully moist after 
the bulbs are brought to the light. 


Water Culture 


Water culture is perhaps the most attrac- 
tive way of growing bulbs, for the whole 
root and stem development may be watched 
as it takes place. The water should be 
soft, rain water preferably, and a piece of 
charcoal should be placed in the bottom of 
the glass dish which holds it. Stones or 
sand should be used to hold the bulb away 
from the bottom of the dish. The water 
should be kept just touching the bottom of 
the bulb. 


Equipping the Closet. 

(Washington Post:] A cupboard or 
closet not in use near the bedrooms, the 
corner of a back hall screened off, or the 
entry to attic stairs can be utilized to hold 
bedroom-cleaning implements. A stiff broom 
for rugs, a soft brush for bare floors, or else 
two or three canton flannel bags to slip over 
the stiff broom, a dust pan, and dust brush 
are all needed in this closet. A brush for 
walls and ceilings, or else other covers of 
canton flannel or cheesecloth, for the stiff 
broom should also be provided. Window

It is equiva- 
lent to saying to the child: “Well, run 
along and do it and then come back to 
mamma.” The inflection gives the child

Nature Makes Biunders. 


A writer in the Medical Record says the 
healing powers of nature are not so perfect 
as has been asserted. Nature's treatment 
for pain, he says, is to cause the sufferer 
to faint from exhaustion. Nature heals 
wounds with scar tissve, which, in the case 
of intestinal ulcers, for example, causes ob- 
structions, owing to the tendency of the 
ecar tissue to thicken and contract the tube, 
bringing clean-eut 
edges together, leaves the tube its natural 
size. Nature’s scar tissue patch over an 
ulcerated heart valve so puckers that deli- 
cate and vital mechanism that the heart 
works in vain to overcome the backflow of 
blood. 

Nature often gives overdoses, and thereby 
does more harm than good. Fever is a good 
example. Fever is now recognized as na- 
ture’s attempt to make the blood too hot 
for the comfort of invading microbes. A 
moderate amount of fever evidently aids the 
patient, but when it becomes excessive the 
question arises: Which is causing the most 
damage, the bacterial toxins or the heat? 

The headache, anorexia, malaise, rapid 
heart, hurried breathing, scanty kidney 
elimination, nervousness, delirium, stupor, 
cloudy swelling and the whole train of symp- 
toms of the acute infections—-how many are 
caused by the disease, the toxins, and how 
many by the natural remedy, the fever? 
The benefit derived from the use of plain 
cold water in typhoid fever will help to 
answer this question. 

Any minute a man may drop unconscious 
from apoplexy unless the physician with his 
nitrites can undo some. of the mischief by 
bringing the pressure down. A cough, as we 
know, is nature’s method of blowing irritat- 
ing matter from the bronchi. We can all 
recall instances of how this is frequently 
carried too far. There is, for example, ne 
sense in making a child cough until it 
vomits or breaks a subconjunctival blood 
vessel, for all the good it does in whooping 
cough. 

The congestion of the mucous membrane 
of the larynx and its injury by being brought 
into violent contact following a severe 
paroxysm of coughing surely does more 
harm than good. The cough of consumption 
is certainly an unwise prescription when it 
keeps the patient sleepless and nervous or 
encourages hemorrhage or the dissemina- 
tion of infection.

The Cure of Cancer. 


[St. Louis Globe Democrat:] Three phy- 
sicians of St. Louis, Mr. Leo Loeb, Dr. C. B. 
McClurg end Dr. M O. Sweet, have just 
made an announcement relative to the 
treatment of human cancer which is consid- 
ered by men working along the same lines 
to be the most important dealing with the 
possibility of a cure now before the publie 
in any part of the world. 

Dr. Loeb is one of the foremost laboratory 
workers in the country. The substance used 
in their experiments is colloidal copper. 
The announcement is made in the current 
issue of the Inter-State Medical Jou. nal in 
a paper entitled “The Treatment of Human 
Cancer with Intravenous Injections of Col. 
loidal Copper.” Colloidal substances are 
usually those of a gelatinous nature, but 
in the case of inorganic colloids it is prob 
able that the substances are only in a state 
of extremely fine suspension. 

The importance of these experiments may 
be realized from the conservative conclu- 
sions reached. These are: 

“To summarize briefly, we may state that 
we are now able to cause the gradual retro 
gression of human cancer, which, until now, 
has withstood various modes of treatment: 
and, furthermore, that tne treatment does 
not seem to be limited fo one kind of can- 
cer, but applicable in the effective treatment 
of various kinds of cancer. Some cases 
which we have had under treatment for sev- 
eral weeks seem to be near a cure, all others 
are progressing favorably. 

Brain Disturbances from Autointoxication. 


{Washington Post:] That mental and 
nervous diseases are frequently the result of 
autointoxication or selfpoisoning from the 
autointoxication or self-poisoning from the 
products from food is emphasized by Dr. L. 
V. Briggs, in the Alienist and Neurologist. 
“Self-poisoning,” he says, “is now generally 
recognized as the cause of many diseases 
and abnormal conditions of our bodies, and 
as an important factor, if not the most fre 
quent cause, of disturbances of the brain 
which result in mental disease.” Where a 
predisposition is known io exist by heredity 
to mental or nervous diseases especial care 
should be taken in the selection of diet and 
the maintenance of elimination so as to 
avoid autointoxication us far as possible. 
The diet should be simple; meat should be 
excluded; also fresh white bread, and acids 
and fats should not be eaten with starch 
foods. Exercise and freedom from severe 
mental strain are also especially importan 
in such cases. 3

Tabulating the Linen. 


Oa the door of the linen closet a pad of 
paper and a pencil can be hung to enable 
the housewife to keep tab on her supplies. 
All supplies put into the closet can be noted 
down, as well as those taken out; and the 
amount of linen received from the wash 
each week, and the amount given out for 
the various rooms can also be recorded. 

All linen should be plainly marked. Em- 
broidered letters, made in the decorative 
colors of the different rooms, serve to iden- 
tify the furnishings of the different beds; 
if the beds are of the same size, and no at- 
tempt is made to keep their furnishings 
separate, they can all be lettered alike. 
Cross-stitch letters are just as effective and 
durable and decorative, too, as those of fine 
satin stitch, punch work, and French knots.
